Rapid Growth of Cities. 


The President spoke of the rapid 
growth of the cities, sontinding: 

‘“‘In the last 45 years, which frough- 
ly mark our gteat industrial develop- 
ment, the index number of pfoduction 
rose. from 100 to 237, while that for 
population is estimated to be but 226. 
Production has outrun population, ac- 


cording to the statistics of the Harvard: 


service. While the number of farms 
and people engaged in farming was 
slightly less in 1924 than in 1910, 
production in 1923 and 1924 was 15 
per cent greater than in 1910. Fewer 
people but more production means each 
person on the farm will receive more. 


FARM PRICES IMPORTANT 


“It is not only production, however, 
but price that is important to the farm- 
er. The value of his produce for 1924, 
excluding crops fed to animals, was 
about $12,186,000,000. The estimates 
for the present year are about the 
same. This compares with $3,549,000.- 
000 in 1900. According to estimates, 
the number of people on farms in 1924 
was about 10 per cent greater than in 
1900. | 

“The amount of money received was 
about 350 per cent greater. But as the 
general price level of ali commodities 
had greatly advanced, measured in pur- 
chasing power, the amount received 
was only about 90 per cent greater. 
This means that 110 per cent of pepple 
engaged in agriculture received 190 per 
cent more in 1924 than they did in 1900.

“The government price is fot always 
a high price. Unless wé fix éorrespon?e- 
ing prices for other Goffimodities, 4 
high fixed price for agriculture wou!d 
simply stimulate overproduction that 
would end in complete collapse, How: 
ever attractive this proposal Was at 
first thought, careful consideration of 
it has led’ to much opposition on the 
part of the farmers. 

“ Others have thought that the tariff 
rates were unfavorable to the farnrer. 
If this should be a fact, it ought to be 
corrected. Let ts examine our im- 
ports. Last year their gross value was 
$3,610,000,000, but $2,¢80,000,000, or 57.6 
per cent, came in wholly free of duty 
This free list was comstructed espe- 
cially t6 favor the farmer, and Gon- 
tains more than 60 articles which he 
purchases, like fertilizer, leather har- 
nesses, farm machinery, coffee, binder 
twine, barbed wire, and gqsoline. 


Farmers’ Burden Lightefied. 


“But if we také all that the farmer 
buys for his household and farm opera 
tion and subtract from it articles dutia- 
ble to protect the farmer, the free list, 
and luxuries, we should have left less 
than 10 per cent of his expenditures. 
This means that less than 10 per cent 
of farm purchases are at an increased 
cost which is adverse to the farmer. 
Admitting that the price of these pur- 
chases is increased by the full amount 
of the duty, this means that the total 
adverse cost to the farmer on account 
of che tariff is only hetween 2 per cent 
and 3 per cent of his purchases. 

“Many -ecunomists censider that 
even this calculation as to the con- 
tribution of our farmers to the tariff 
is overestimated. As their expendi- 
tures include many items for labor and 


service on which there i8 no duty, the | 
proportion of total expenditure on dutl-| 
able articles outside the three lists) 
above mentioned is not 10 per cent, | 
but only 3 per cent or 4 per cent of 
his total expenditures. Thus, even as- 
suming that the farmer pays tariff on | 
this ratio of goods, his expenditures | 
would only be increased by one-third | 
of 3 per cent or 4 per cent, or not over 
1 1-3 per cent. 


TARIFF BENEFITS FARMERS ! 


“On the other side, protection is a 
great benefit to agriculture as a whole. 
The $780,000,000 of agricultural produce 
imported last year had to pay $260,- 
000,000 for the privilege of coming in | 
to compete with our own farm produc- | 
tion. If these were admitted free of | 
duty, they would no doubt greatly in- | 
crease in volume, reduce present farm ' 
prices, and result in much lower stand- 
ards of living on our farms. 

“We are also exporters as well as 
importers. Protection greatly aids di- 
versification and so éliminates an un- 
profitable surplus. Under our tariff 
our flax acreage has increased from 
1,641,000 in 1921 to 3,093,000 in 1925. 
Much of this would otherwise have 
been devoted to wheat, increasing the 
surplus and further demoralizing that 
market. The same principle holds in 
rélation to sugar, Wool, and other agri- 
cultural products. 

“ But the largest benefits accruing to 
the farmer come from supplying him 
with home markets. What the farmer 
raises must éither be sold at home or 
sent abroad. Our per capita consump-

“When the dépression of 1920 éanie 
and 6,000,000 of our wage earners were 
unemployed, their consumption of the 
more expensive agricultural supplies, 
such os animal products fell 18 per 
cént below what it had been before 
and what it became again when erm:

“If the price fixing and tariff fre- 
vision do not seem to be hélpful, there 
are other proposals that do promise im- 
provements. For financitig the farmer 
we are developing the farm loafi and 
intermeédiate credit banks. Thesé have 
put out about $1,200,000,000 of loans at 
moderate rates to about 350,000 farm- 
ers. In addition, there is the general 
banking system, national and state. 

“ All of these agencies need to give 
more informed attention to farm needs. 
They need more energy in administra- 
tion. They should be equipped to sup- 
ply not only credit but sound business 
advice, and the farmers to a much bet- 
ter extent should learn to use all these 
facilities. 

“For a more orderly marketing cal- 
culated to secure a better range of 
prices the codperative movement profm- 
ises the greatest success. Already they 
are handling $2,500,000,000 of farm 
produce, or nearly one-fifth of the an- 
nual production. The disposition of 
surplus produce has been discussed. 


Some Unavoidable Surplus, 


“If by this is meant the constant 
raising of a larger supply than is need- 
ed, it is difficult to conceive of any 
remedy except reduced production in 
any such commodity. But there are, of 
course, accidental surpluses due to 
more favorable weather conditions, 
which are unavoidable and which 
ought to be managed so that they can 
be spread over a year or two without 
depressing prices. 

“The leaders in the codperative 
movement, with the .advice of the 
department of agriculture, have pre- 
pared what is believed to be an ade- 
quate bill embodying these principles. 
which will be présented to the con- 

for enactment. I propose ac 
tively and energetically to assist the 
farmers to promote their welfare 
through codperative marketing. 

“Under the working out of the pro 
visions of this bill the farmers would 
have the active and energetic assist- 


the best experts of the country yous 
be employed as the needs require and 
méthods of storage, credit, and market- 
ing would be devised. 

“The agencies created would have’ 
at their disposal the active codperation | 
of the great organizations of the de-' 
partments of agriculture, commerce, | 
and federal banking. Their repre 
sentatives at home afid abroad would 
be engaged ih locating and supplying 
domestic afid foreign markets. The 
fundamental soundness of this proposal | 
rests on thé principle that it is help | 
ing the farfier to help himself. Al- 
ready the codpérativé effort in raisins’ 
and other produét# has met with 
marked Success by adopting this plan. 
4 IMPETUS 

“With the coming of the great con- 
flict an entire transformation took 
place. The price of all commodities 
rosé afid the price of land fose. There 
was 4 great temptation to expand. 
Farmeérs bought more land at very high 
prices. Then came the terrible world 
depression which left many involved 
in great debts and everybody with 
shrunken land values. Farm produce 
decreased in price faster than other 
commodities. These debts and shrunken 
values still remain as a great burden. 
On top of them are the war taxes 
which the nation has greatly reduced. 
but which the local communities stil! 
tend to increase. 

“It is this burden which is causing 
distress, but history is again show- 
ing signs of repeating itself. In tel

Surplus Lands Exhausted. 


“I believe that the past history of 
the relative trend of prices between 
farm products and other commodities 
is of tremendous significance. The sur- 
plus lands of the country are ex: 
hausted. The industrial population is 
outstripping the farm population. 
Manuf: stufing is expanding. These 
must come to the farmers for their 
food and their raw miiterials. While 
we can produce more, the markets for 
food are increasing much faster than 
present farm productivity. The fu- 
ture of agriculture looks to be exceed.

among the constitutions of the great 
nations, it has been proved necessary 
if the will of the people, bienially ex- 
pressed, is to be effectively translated 
into legislation that it must be through 
the action of one major political party, 
whose members are united upon basic 
principles and policies, and responsible 
every two years to their constituents. 


Against Bloc Government. 


“ Just as I stand for this, the Amert- 
can custom of responsible party gov- 
ernment, I am against the European 
system of bloc government. I have 
observed its workings abroad at first 
hand. It works badly enough over 
there ‘where legislation is generally a 
matter of bluster and trafficking be- 
tween groups and where governments 
fall over night. Here it won’t work 
at all because it is un-American. 

“T have said that I propose to assist, 
so far as I properly can, the majority 
party in the carrying out of the poli- 
cies and in the preservation of its prin- 
ciples. As a direét corollary, I pro 
pose to be equally insistent that the 
right of the minority to speeth and de- 
bate and the opportunity to record 
their position on all matters of public 
moment shall be given full latitude.”

Chaliapin is no longer among those 
present at the Civic opera, but Mous- 
sorgsky's “‘ Boris Godunoff” is. It 
was given for the first time this sea- 
son at the Auditorium last night with 
Georges Baklanoff in the name part. 

I have no desire to draw up parallel 
columns of resemblances and dissimi- 


larities between these two Russian 
singers, even if they both sang Rus- 
sian while the rest of the cast sang 
Italian. Anyway, about the only dif- 
ference between them was what might 
have been expected between two fine 
artists when one happens to be gifted 
with several tons more personality 
than the other. 

Bakianoff was good, even more than 
good; he was dignified and flery at the 
same time; he was at all times impres- 
sive in manner, and he never forgot 
the aristocratic bearing of the part. If 
last night had been the opera’s first 
time here, he would have been a good 
deal of a hero in a great work. For 
“ Boris Godunoff ” is one of the world's 
mighty operas.

Of course, personalities have a way 
of getting things done that are of as- 
sistance to them. There is an episode 
in the second scene of the second act 
where Boris is confronted with a ghost- 
ly visitation. In former days there 
used to be a light effect at that moment 
that almost made a spectator believe 
that he, too, was seeing a ghost. It 
was omitted last night. Mind you, 
Bakalanoff was immense in that scene, 
nerve racked by past memories and 
present hallucinations, and presenting 
a real tour de force of emotion. But 
without the help of the light the scene 
was only partly as effective as it used 
to be—about one twenty-ninth part, on 
a liberal calculation.

shares and advancing prices in contrast | 
to the usual dullness and reaction at the 
opening of a new congress.

markable summary of railroad earnings | 
for October, published in the morning. 
It showed the largest net revenue for 
jany month in American railroad history, 
although not the largest gross receipts. 
The aggregate net operating ircome of | 
‘class 1 roads was $137,6/9,985, an in- 
crease of $10,594,897 over October, 1924, 
| which was partly due to a decline of 
$2,850,000 in maintenance expenetcs. 

Operating Income Increasex. 
* For the ten months ended Oct. 31 net 
operating income was $935,047,505, an in- 
crease of $128,382,001 over the same pe- 
riod last year. This result was accom- 
plished despite the fact that gioss reve- 


erating expenses increased $5,297,v/8. 
The increase in net income ‘was attrib- 
uted to the 5.7 per cent increase in freight 
traffic and to greater efficiency and econ- 
omy in operating, resulting chiefly from 
the’large capital expenditures that have 
been made since 1922. October earnings, 
hewever, represented an annual rate of 
return of only 5.23 per cent on the rail- 
reads’ property investment figures, while 
earnings for the ten months this year 
were equivalent to a return of only 4.83 
per cent.
